ues of beet and cane sugar refineries 
ttie manufacture of stock feed.

as a basis of their later development. 

The Stout monoplane is nothing but 
a giant wing, with ull tlie machinery, 
trussing, et cetera, in the wing. The 
engines are set into the leading edge, 
tlie passengers are inclosed between 
the surfaces of the wing skin, and ev¬ 
ery part that is exposed to the air is 
designed to lift. 

The centrnl part of the wing is 
thick and of long chord, the tips thin 
and narrow. In fact, the ship follows 
more closely tlie butterfly than the 
bird in Its plan view and gives more 
surface within smaller dimensions 
than has hitherto been thought pos¬ 
sible. For this reason and on account 
of tlie peculiar trussing inside, all 
formed of many plied veneers, the 
plane is much lighter, almost half the 
weight, In fact, o,f previous ships of 
the same wing area.' 

The large ship was first flown at, 
Dayton in the spring of 1918. and this 
machine was used for research and 
development work toward later mod¬ 
els. At present several commercial 
types of ships are being designed or 
are on the way, and some enormous 
planes intended for military use. 

The thick main wing is not only 
framed up entirely of veneer, but the 
surface as well is formed of this ex¬ 
tremely tough and. waterproof mate¬ 
rial. The veneer on the surface is 
three-ply and only one-twentieth of 
an inch thick. The wings are strong 
enough, itowever, so that one enri walk 
all over them as a sidewalk. Though 
tills ship had 480 square feet of wing, 
40 square feet more than our best 
army two-seater fighter, it weighed 
less than half ns much; 1,550 pounds,

down has a spread of 100 feet, a wing 
depth of 7 feet at the center, and lias 
within It a compartment for mail, 
bombs or passengers, ns tlie ease may 
be, this cabin being 30 feet long. 0 feet 
high and 8 feet wide. This ship for 
military work can carry a ton and a 
half of bombs, can fly ten hours at a 
speed of 100 miles an hour, drop its 
load and come skipping home at 153 
miles an hour, to land at a slow rate 
of 45 in a small field if necessary. 

Recent German ships of the inter¬ 
nally-trussed wing type are carrying 
20 passengers nt 130 miles an hour. 
The Stout ship promises to double the 
performance of tlie best German 
planes. 

Much credit is due to the aircraft 
board for starting tlie world on this 
superairplane. Before tlie war Mr. 
Stout was chief engineer of tlie air¬ 
craft division for a prominent motor 
car company and is well known as an

An important report, will* it pos¬ 
sesses peculiar interest for all motor¬ 
ists, regarding good road progress dur¬ 
ing the present year, made by the bu¬ 
reau of public roads of the United 
States department of agriculture, 
shows that for 1919 tlie expenditure 
for hard-surfaced highways establish¬ 
es a new record, in so far as the de¬ 
partment’s road program is concerned, 
tiie total amount being $138,000,000. 
The indications are that the follow¬ 
ing year will exceed this record by a 
large margin, ns the available funds 
for road expenditure by the bureau 
for 1920 amount to $633,900,00©.
